Each man must present his pink pay 
certificate, which gives his number, the 
amount due him and the signature of 
the designated official, who thus certi­ 
fies that the bearer Is the proper person 
to pay and has receipted for the money 
by signing bls name on the certificate. 
To further Identify himself the laborer 
must show his metal tag. a diamond 
shaped bit of brass on which his num­ 


ber is stamped. 
It Is generally hung 
from his belt, and as he presents him­ 
self for pay he holds it up In his left 
hand, lays down his certificate, and, 
grabbing his hat, holds it out for ins 
load of silver. 
The clerk compares the 
numbers, glances tit. the signature and, 
reaching under the counter, tosses rolls 
of coin and loose pieces into the ex ­ 
tended hilt. 
These rolls contain various amounts, 
but are originally done up iii packages 
of $25. 
This is the work of two Chinese 
boys whom th** disbursing office, after 
trying white clerks, girls and others, 
have found to be th** most rapid and 
accum te money counters on th** isth 
inns. 
( ’hong and Leoti, as they are 
tailed, will count and roll iii) In twenty- 
live dollar packages over $25,000 a day 
and never m ake ii mistake. 
Ut- tin* mil­ 
lions of dollars they have counted ami 
wrapped not one package has been 
found to be wrong. 
Their pay is $75 
ii month, gold. 


L a b o r e r s are paid sit the rat** of eight 
ii minute at each door, or twenty-four 
ii minute for the ear. 
This can be kept 
up if no imperfect certificates are pre­ 
sented or one has not been forged. This 
now 
and 
then 
happens. 
It 
seems 
strange that men who xviii not steal 
when the coin is at their hand will try 
to raise their certificates. 
The forg­ 
eries are itll of tin* most stupid descrip­ 
tion. The amount of $5 will bi* changed 
to $13 in the figures in th** order to 
pay and not in the receipt. 
The w rit­ 
ten amount is never tampered with. 
Detection comes at a glance, aud ar 
rest is immediate. 
They occur every 
pay day. 
One explanation of these absurd a t­ 
tempts at crime is that a Jam aican 
with ii it lo education is very proud of 
it, ami, while he would scorn to do 
such an ignoble tiling as to steal out­ 
right, he would glory iii showing his 
fellows that he w as sm art enough to 
obtain money in a mon* scientific way. 
Heavy penalties iii** gradually conn 
teracting ibis conceit. 
A s ii rule us 
soon tis th* 
pays his board and canteen bill. 
He 
won t work for it day or so perhaps, 
but the police say he drinks very I it 11** 
more than ai other days. 
The arrests 
do not materially increase. The money 
goes for better clotlies or home or 
there is a feast or ii gam e of cards.

all gets aw ay, but while it lasts the 
trench or track have no attraction for 
tho Jam aican.
